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Eisenhower Wants Tariff Cuts 


NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—The 
April 6 balloting on whether 
to sell three out-moded local 
school buildings, and the land 
on which they are situated, is 
beginning to create some in- 
terest. 


The buildings in question are the 


Truman, in Dixon's West End, the 
North Central, on the North Side, 
and the Loveland, on the North- 
west side. 


M. M. Mcmlcr, president of the 


board of education, said today 
that it is the will of the board to 
sell the buildings at public auc- 
tion, the method prescribed by 
law. It is to be asumed, then, 
that the voters will acquiesce to 
the board's desire*. 
All practically have been ruled 


out for school purposes, at least 
without extensive repairs. Should 
the voters turn down the proposal 
to sell, the board would be saddled 
with some useless buildings and 
would be hard put to find use for 
them. 
• • • 


In discussing the old school 


buildings the other night, the city's 
planning expert, Evert Kincaid, ex- 
pressed an off-the-cuff opinion that 
he believed that such property, 
such as North Central, be retained 
for public use. 


He didn't explain his "public 


use" theories to any great extent 
but left no doubt that it would be 
desirable to have the use channel- 
ed along school lines. 


That lends credence to reporta 


that a certain church organiza- 
tion is angling to bid on the 
property. We're not violating »ny 
•confidences in reporting that, 
*inc« the story has gained wide- 
spread notice. 


Our sources *ay that the 


church organization desires to 
CHtablish a school. And from 
sources who have heard the re- 
port the feeling is that it would 
b« an excellent idea. Property 
owners near the school should 
have no objection. It would be a 
"conforming use" of the proper- 
ty. Of course the use of the 
building, or property, hinges on 
the result of the public auction. 
* * * 


In the case of the Truman school, 


long abandoned, there is a differ- 
ent problem. The area is zoned as 
residential. City commissioners 
have received objections f r o m 
some property owners in the area 
that the school is,being used as a 
"warehouse." A local merchant is 
using it for storage space on a 
rental basis from the school au- 
thorities. The objections are raised 
on technical grounds and the "use" 
is reported to be not thoroughly ob- 
jectionable. 


Truman school has been eyed by 


many local organizations and in- 
dustries in the past, but they've 
.shied away because of the zoning 
regulations.

Whatever becomes of Dixon's 


three abandoned school buildings 
is of interest to the public. We be- 
lieve they should be sold in con- 
form an ce to the wishes of the 
board of education. We also think 
that the buildirigs, or the land, 
should be put to use in the great- 
est interest of our people.

County Assessors Get 
Ground Rules for 1954

Treasurer Issues Value 
Guard for April 1 Start 


Twenty-one township assessors met today in Lee county courthouse 


to establish uniform assessment values for the 1954 quadrennial tax as- 
sessment on property in the county. 


All townships with the exceptipn 


of Willow Creek were represented, 
according to Albert Hillison, coun- 
ty treasurer, who presided during 
the morning session. 


The meeting was to determine 


average values on all items to be 
included in the 1954 assessment 
starting April 1. 


In a quadrennial assessment 


year, all personal property and 
real estate in the county is subject 
to reassessment. 


At Market Value 


Hillison said today real estate 


must be assessed according to the 
market value of the property. 


The last quadrennial assessment 


year was 1951. Since real estate 
assessments are made every four 
years, values remaining the same 
during the interim, the next quad- 
rennial assessment normally would 
come in 1955. 


However, the law was changed 


to 1954, in order that Incumbent 
treasurers, who are, county super- 
visors of assesments, will be able 
to direct operations. 


Because 1954 is an election year, 


a switch in county treasurers 
would mean a new man would 
have the responsibility of super- 
vising assessment procedures in 
1955. 


From this year on, however, 


quadrennial assessments will come 
every four years, the next one be- 
ing scheduled for 1958.

The assessors today agreed to 


assess personal property in the 
following manner: 


Automobiles, trucks, busses and 


trailers will be assessed on the 
basis of average values listed in 
the assessor's "Red Book." 


Tractors, machinery and equip- 


ment values will be in accord with 
those average values listed in the 
assessor's "Blue Book." 
„Household f u r n i t u r e will be 
assessed in accord with suggested 
values on a room basis agreed up- 
on'at the meeting.

The battle was to be joined when 


the House considered for amend- 
ments a .$5,566.118,763 appropria- 
tion bill to finance for the coming 
fiscal year the Public Housing Ad- 
ministration, the Atomic Energy 
Commission and mort than a doz- 
en other agencies. 


Overshadowing the money allot- 


ments in the bill Is a housing pro- 
vision written in by the HOUM Ap- 
propriations Committee and al- 
most certain to be knocked out on 
a technicality. 


This provision would limit to 30,- 


000 the number of low-rent public 
housing units to be started in the 
year beginning July 1, with 15,000 
mor* the following year. This pro* 
tram thtn would end.

WASHINGTON 


gress was likely to send Presi- 
dent Eisenhower late today a 
compromise bill to cut more 
than 20 excise taxes an esti- 
mated 999 million dollars a 
year, effective Thursday. 


Congressional leaders confidently 


predicted the President 
would 


promptly sign the measure, ham- 
mered into final form by a senate- 
house conference committee late 
Monday. 


Can't Veto It 


While Eisenhower opposed the 


cuts, he could not veto the bill 
without risking the loss of greater 
excise revenue also provided in it. 


Congressional GOP leaders fore- 


saw a shot in the arm for the na- 
tional economy, currently undergo- 
ing a dip, from tax cuts on stoves, 
refrigerators and other household 
appliances, movie and other ad- 
missions, furs, jewelry, handbags 
and luggage, cosmetics, sporting 
goods, passenger fares, telephone 
bills, telegraph charges, mechan- 
ical pens and pencils, cameras and 
film, lighters and electric light 
bulbs.

Economists expect consumer 


buying to be stimulated when 
price cuts show up on many of 
these items in stores Thursday, ac- 
companying the tax reductions, or 
shortly thereafter. One fairly gen- 
eral exception to the probable low- 
ered prices may be movie tickets. 


The bill would also extend for 


one year, to April 1, 1955, present 
excise rates on cigarettes, automo- 
biles, gasoline, trucks, liquor, beer 
and wine. Under the old law these 
taxes would have dropped by $1,- 
077,000,000 a year starting Thurs- 
day. 


Eisenhower had urged extending 


these rates, and had counted this 
revenue in estimating a federal 
deficit of nearly three billion dol 
ars for the fiscal year starting 
July 1. 


Opposed Cuts 


He had opposed the sweeping 


range of tax cuts in the bill, which 
would add almost another billion 
to the deficit. But a veto would 
cancel the extensions of present 
•ates too and result in a net rev- 
enue loss of 78 millions more than 
f the bill takes effect. 
The tax-cutting urge in Congress,

FT. BRAGG, N. C. Off—A crippled 


Flying Boxcar, carrying nine men, 
crashed m flames into a mess hall 
here today. The Air Force reported 
five men were killed and 11 in 
jured. 


The big C119 plane, trailing 


smoke from its left engine, had just 
taken off from adjacent Pope Air 
Foice Base for Louisville, Ky. 


Witnesses said the pilot appar- 


ently was trying to land on a pa- 
rade field when the plane struc); 
the top of an officer's quarters, 
snapped off a power pole, skidded 
across the parade ground and 
crashed through the mess hall. 


The mess hall burst into flames. 
The 9th Air Force PIO said seven 


of the victims were in the mess 
hall when the plane crashed about 
9:50 a.m.

WASHINGTON (Jfc-Secretary of Defense Wilson today described 


the results of the recent H-bomb tests as "unbelievable."

President 
Asks Trade 
Stimulant 


Trade, Not Aid, 
Feature of His 
Recommendations 
WASHINGTON UP)—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower asked con- 
gress today for broader pow- 
er to cut tariffs as the heart 
of a "bold" program he said 
would bolster the security and 
economic growth of America 
and her allies. 


In a special message dealing 


with the politically explosive issue 
of import duties and laying down 
the foreign economic policy of his 
administration, Eisenhower also: 


1. Called for cutting down aid 


to other countries, and an end to 
outright grants of economic aid 
as soon as possible. 


2. Gave assurances that in- 


creased trade In peaceful goods 
between the west and Iron Cur- 
tain countries "should not cause 
us undue concern." 


3. Asked that Congress ease up 


on "buy American" laws which 
g(\ e preference to domestic firms 
\ er foreign competitors on some 
go\ eminent or 
government-fi- 


nanced purchases. 
Important sections of the pro- 


gram may be heading into legisla- 
tive quicksand. 


Down The Line 


For the 5,000-word message goes 


pretty much down the line of rec- 
ommendations of a special com- 
mission on foreign economic policy 
—a commission whose report was 
so loaded with dissents as to raise 
grave doubts as to how far its 
pioposals would get m Congress. 


Those same doubts still apply 


now that Eisenhower has accepted 
the suggestions in general, bund- 
led them together into a message 
and asked Congress to do some- 
thing about them. Many members 
of the President's own party in 
the Senate and House adhere to 
the historic GOP position that tar- 
iffs should be kept relatively high 
to p r o t e c t domestic industry 
againsSt cheap imports.

of Inland Steel Co., turned in its 
report Jan. 23.

The core of the report and the 


Eisenhower message is a recom- 
mendation for a three-year exten-

Agreements Act, which expires 
June 12, and for expanded author- 
ity for the President to negotiate 
tariff adjustments with other coun- 
tries on a give-and-take basis. 


Eisenhower said his is a "mini- 


mum program" of four major, in- 
terlocked parts: 


Foreign aid—"which we wish to 


curtail." 


Investments abroad—"which we 


wish to encourage." 


Free exchange of one currency 


for another—"which we wish to 
facilitate." 


Foreign trade—"which we wish 


to expand."

"Unless we are prepared 
to 


adopt the policies I have recom- 
mended to expand export and im- 
port trade and increase the flow 
of our capital into foreign invest- 
ment, our friends abroad may be 
discouraged in their effort to re- 
establish a free market for their 
currencies. If we fail in our trade 
policy, we may fail in all. Our 
domestic employment, our stand- 
ard of living, our security, and the 
solidarity of the free world — all 
are involved. 


"For our own economic growth 


we* must have continuously ex- 
panding world markets; for our 
security we require that our allies 
become economically strong. Ex-

Need Plenty of 
Power With 
Rotary Tiller 


URBANA— You'll need to plan 


on using plenty of power if you're 
considering a rotary tiller for pre- 
paring seedbeds on your farm this 
spring 


R. I. Shawl, professor of faim 


machinery at the University of 
Illinois College 
of 
Agriculture, 


says that you can do a good job 
of getting a field ready to plant 
in one operation with a rotary 
plow. 
But you'll need about 15 


horsepower for each foot of width 
on the tiller. 


Most commercial rotaiy tillers 


now on the market have a large 
auxiliary diesel engine to turn the 
blades at about 350 r.p.m , Shawl 
says. That means, of course, that 
the imtital cost must be fairly 
high. 


Operating at a 6- to 8-meh depth 


on the blades, you can normally 
make about 4 miles an hour with 
a rotary tiller. 
That would be 


about 28 acres in a 10-hour day 
with a 7-foot rotary tiller. That s 
the same acreage as the conven- 
tional 4-bottom plow will handle. 


Experiment 
station reports in- 


dicate that yeilds for oats and 
corn are not quite so high when 
the rotary tiller is used as when 
the conventional plow and har- 
row are used under similar condi- 
tions.

Dulles Left Door Ajar 
In Speech on Red China 
Adds Phrases to Denials 
Of Recognition for Reds 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON 1*1— Some of Sec- 


retary of State Dulles' fellow Re- 
publicans in congress expressed 
misgivings when he agreed to meet 
April 26 in G e n e v a with the 
British, French, Russians and Chi- 
nese Communists to talk about 
t>eace in Korea and Indochina. 


Monday night Dulles sought to 


allay any fear of what the Eisen- 
hower administration might do at 
Geneva with a New York speech in 
which he said: 


This country not only would not 


recognize Red China but would not 
agree to letting her into the United 
Nations. 


But the way in which he phrased 


his speech might indicate the door 


was left slightly ajar, provided the 
Chinese took the bait he left out- 
side. 


Adds a Phrase 


What Dulles said was this: The 


United States would not recognize 
a nation that "actively attacks our 
vital interests" or approve a U.N. 
seat for one that "promotes the 
use of force in violation of the 
principles of the United Nations." 


As illustration, he pointed out 


the Red Chinese" still occupy North 
Korea and are supplying the Com- 
munist-led Vietminh with the 
means of continuing their war 
against the French in Indochina. 


Although Dulles didn't say 'so, 


the Chinese could take his words 
to mean they might some day look 


forward to recognition and a U.N. 
seat if they surrendered to the 
U.S. demands: 


1. By withdrawing from North 


Korea, agreeing on a peace settle- 
ment for North and South Korea, 
and permitting all Koreans to vote 
for their government, which un- 
doubtedly would mean a govern- 
ment under the American ally 
Syngman Rhee: 


Cut Off Aid 


2. By abandoning the Vietminh 


to their fate through shutting off 
their supplies or telling their Viet- 
minh agents to stop the Indochina 
war on terms acceptable to the 
French and the United States. 


Such a Chinese surrender seems 


remote. 


But the Chinese won't be his 


only problem. There are the 
French. 


If it wasn't for American aid. the 


French couldn't continue the war 
in Indochina. 


The United States, in its fight 


against Communist expansion, lias 


a. vital stake In Indochina: If the 
Communists get it, they'll probably 
get all the rest of Southeast Asia 
soon, 


The French have spent many 


thousands, of their own lives and 
about 10 billion dollars in the sev- 
en-year Indochina war. They are 
sick of it. They want peace. 


On March 9 the French National 


Assembly asked its government to 
try to find a way to end the war; 
Premier Joseph Laniel said the ef- 
fort would be* made at Geneva. 


Happens 


What happens if the Communists 


offer an Indochina deal which the 
French want to buy but which is 
unacceptable to the United States? 


The Communists may use the 


conference to offer terms which 
might split the Allies. 


If they can do that they will 


have won at Geneva.

War in Itself Breeds Impacts More 


Terrible Than H-Bombs 


Anyone who reads the horrifying details of the new 


H-bomb recently exploded m mid-Pacific may think he knows 
the only reason worth knowing as to why there ought never 
to be another great war. But many other reasons exist, 
reasons that have nothing to do with H-bombs and A-bombs. 


The problem of war is brilliantly discussed by Raymond 


Aron, leading French commentator, in his new book called 
"The Century of Total War." 


Aron points out convincingly that the kind of total wars 


we have been fighting in this century are so colossal in their 
impact upon modern society that, once launched, they become 
practically ungovernable.

Because they are so all-embracing, they acquire a mo- 


mentum all their own. Age-old habits of living are smashed 
forever. Social institutions go down. Human roots are torn 
up, and people moved about like pawns. The government in- 
trudes upon life as never before and from some of the places 
it enters it does not later retreat. 


Some, or all, of the causes of a war can be lost sight of 


beiore it is finished. Aims announced at the start are for- 
gotten or modified. New ones develop. Propaganda slogans 
help to give the war a specific entity, almost without relation 
to what went before and what is to come after. 


Men concentrate on the war and give little thought to 


the peace they are presumed to be fighting it for.

Not all this is bad, of course. Habit-smashing can be a 


good thing. Old ways are sometimes like barnacles. 
War 


brings great technical advances, widens the industrial base, 
even lifts the standard of living for many non-combatants 
(especially in a country protected against attack, as was the 
United States the last time ) 


But the trouble is that war is not a selective device for 


bieakmg outmoded habits. It trundles ahead like a steam- 
roller, smashing everything in its path. 


It may sound trite to say, as Aron does, that war is un- 


predictable. 
He means, however, a far deeper thing than 


simply that you cannot tell who will win. He means that no 
one can have any sure idea what sort of life, what sort of 
world will emerge when it is over. 


So far we of the free world have been lucky. Not only 


have we won our great wars, but we have managed to come 
off without fatal harm to our free system and its supporting 
resources. 


Yet, even if we could consign nuclear weapons to ob- 


livion tomorrow, we might not be so fortunate in a future 
war.

The word ' welcome is a fine 


Tommy is a five-year-old boy 


who, 
up to a month ago, enjojed 


his fnends. Then he came home 
crying one afternoon after a fist 
fight with one of them. 


Since then, he will not venture 


into the jard without his older 
sister. If a former playmate is in- 
vited into the house, Tommy bursts 
into tears and runs to take refuge 
in a locked bathroom. 


"How can I help him?" asks his 


mother. "Will he outgrow this 
fear' ' 


If Tommy got a splinter in his 


fingei, wed dislodge it with a 
sterilized 
needle 
Then showing 


him the tiny barb, we would say, 
"See how small and really harm- 
less it is " 


If a fear besets him, we dislodge 


it with our own unmfected point of 
view. Gently without anxiety, we 
lead him to tell us about his fear, 
until under our guidance, he can 
begin to see it leaving him like the 
splinter 


But if we become anxious we 


burden him with our sense of 
helplessness as well as his own 
We must see the fear as small and 
harmless if we want him to see it 
that way too 


And now I want to ask Tommv s 


mother how she received him the 
day he came home from his fist 
fight 


He trusts her judgment on what 


happens to him implicitly So that 
if by her words or her attitude she 
implied he was a victim of catas- 
trophe, he would believe it 


What he himself knew and felt 


about his fist fight would be lost 
in what his mother thought and 


As he begins to tell us about 


them, we sympathize with the 
anger and fear he felt toward his 
aggressor while at the same time 
we applaud his resistance to his 
aggressor, until Tommy begins to 
think he behaved like a pzetty fine 
fellow And power is• transferred 
from aggiession back to the per- 
son who has resisted it 


That s where it belongs 
I think that Tommy has had the 


truth of his own courage stolen 
fiom him somehow Five v ear old 
boys who engage in fist fights are 


one until jou start taking advan- 
tage of it.

Prompt Care of Ear Trouble 
Can Often Prevent Deafness

that it is much better to try to pre 
vent diseases, when possible than 
to cure them As in other things 
this applies to deafness which can 
often be prevented especially n 
early signs of trouble are discoV' 
ered m children 


Pzoper attention to the genera 


health 
is 
the most 
important 


means which can be used to pre- 
vent deafness The infectious di 
seases to which children are so 
susceptible are a common cause 
of hearing difficulty. 
Therefore 


any child who contracts such con- 
ditions as measles or scarlet fever 
should be under a doctor's care not 
only to avoid possible hearing dif- 
ficulty, but other complications. 


Once any suspicion of hearing 


difficulty anses either in a child 
or m a grownup, a careful ex- 
amination should be earned out 
Hearing disorders do not all come 
from the same fault There can 
be wax or other obstruction in 
the outer portion of the ear. The 
eardrum between the outer and 
middle ear may have a hole in it 
or be otherwise damaged 
The 


middle ear itself can be infected 
and inflamed, thus preventing the 
passage of sound wave* through 
it 


Another source of difficulty is 


in a third portion of the ear known 
M the inner ear. This i* a compli- 
cated •tnictur* wtaich caa tw 


live at birth 
The neive returning 


fiom the inner ear to the brain m' 
be the source of the deafness Fin 
ally, the brain itself which trans 
lates sound waves into the sensa 
tion of hearing can be responsible 
for so-called deafness. Obviously 
the job of telling where the diffi 
culty lies and what might be done 
for it calls for an extremely ex- 
pert job 


Some cases of hearing difficulty 


can be completely remedied Others 
can be improved There are still 
others for which little can be done. 
In such cases*, a hearing aid has to 
be considered. 


Some people seem to feel that 


wearing a hearing aid is sort of a 
disgrace This, of

course, is no

Hearing; aids have been greatly 


improved in recent years 
There 


are now a considerable number of 
good instruments of this kind on 
the market and several models to 
choose from

which purports to give "interpre- 
tation ' and "opinion" is by all 
odds the worst, and the worst of 
that phenomenon is the fact that 
these magazines are trusted with 
childish credulity by millions of 
our most intelligent and useful 
citizens the "better" element of 
their thousands of communities 
You see such publications on prac- 
tically every library table or night- 
table in the country. In personal 
conduct, the men who run the 
most influential and worst of them 
are cynical fellows, mad about 
money nnd power 
They have a 


constitutional right to lie, distort 
and misrepresent and I would not 
punish them for that But «'e could 
show them up and let the public 
take the responsibility for its own 
deception if it continues 'to buy 
their magazines 
their advertisers 


and patronize 


I have not gone in for names in 


this general discussion because the 
situation is general. But there is 
one honorable 
exception in the 


news-magazine field which all eth- 
ical journalists will be glad to ac- 
knowledge. 
That is David Law- 


rence of United States News and 
World Report, whose great suc- 
cess is proof that it is not neces- 
sary to he and sneer and misin- 
form the reader to make a profit.

Don't Overload 
Your Washer 


Too heavy a load in your washer 


makes it hard to get clothes clean 
because it prevents the clothes 
and water from moving freely. You 
also run the risk of damaging the 
motor. 


Putting the right load in your 


washer is very important, whether 
your machine is automatic or not, 
accoiding to Catherine M. Sullivan, 
home management specialist, Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Agri- 
culture. 


To determine a full load, first 


look in your instruction book for 
the capacity of your machine. Ca- 
pacity 
means 
the 
number of 


pounds that can be washed at one 
time. If you do not have a scale, 
you can estimate the pounds by 
knowing the weight of some com- 
monly washed garments and house- 
hpld items. 


For instance, one single sheet 


weighs about a pound, while a dou- 
ble sheet weighs from l?i to 2 
pounds. Three pillow cases or bath 
towels weigh about a pound, as do 
four hand towels or eight wash 
cloths. Four T-shirts or eight un- 
dershirts 
weigh about 
one-half 


pound. Two men's shirts or four 
housedresses weigh approximately 
one pound. A pair of overalls 
weighs from 2'i to 3 pounds. 


When you load your machine, al- 


ternate large items with smaller 
items, putting no more than two 
large ones (such as sheets or table- 
cloths) into your washer at one 
time. A typical eight-pound load 
might consist of two double sheets, 
two pillow cases, four bath towels, 
four wash cloths, four T-shirts and 
two men's shirts.

of tablespoons of butter; sprinkle 
over heated drained canned green 
asparagus just before serving.

Senators Unveil New 
Dairy Support Scheme 
Designed to Counter 
Critics of Benson Plan 


WASHINGTON <» —A new gov- 


eminent price support system for 
dairy pivducts—apparently aimed 
at softening the reduction ordered 
by Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son—was unveiled today by Sen. 
a tors Aiken (R-Vt) and Anderson 
(D-NM). 


Aiken is chairman of the Senate 


Agriculture Committee and Ander- 
son is a former secretary of agri- 
culture. 
In an interview, Aiken 


said they would introduce their 
proposals today in the Senate. 


Aiken conceded that the propos- 


als if adopted should counter much 
of the criticism that has arisen in 
dairy areas and Congress because 
Benson lowered government dairy 
price supports from 90 to "5 per 
cent of parity, effective at mid- 
night Wednesday. 


80 Per Cent 


"This would assure dairy pro- 


ducers about 80 per cent of par- 
ity," Aiken said. "It shoufd pro- 
vide a long-range stability for all 
parts of the industry, especially 
farmers and producers." 


Both Aiken and Anderson have 


been s u p p o r t i n g 
administra- 


tion proposals for ending rigid 90 
per cent farm supports on major 
field crops in favor of a flexible 
system ranging from 75 to 90 per 
cent. Parity is a standard for farm 
prices said by law to be fair to 
producers in relation to prices 
they must pay. 


Key points in the new dairy pro-, 


posals, as outlined by Aiken. are: 


1. For the first time the govern- 


ment would support fluid milk 
prices directly, instead of indirect- 
ly through price floors under but- 
ter, cheese, dried milk and other 
milk products. 


Tied To Feed 


2. The price support level for 


milk would be tied directly to that 
of dairy feeds. Thus, if feedstuffs 
were supported at more than 75 
per cent, dairy products would be 
too. Under present law, the secre- 
tary of agriculture has discretion 
to fix supports between 75 and 90 
per cent. 


3. Price supports could vary on 


different 
dairy products. 
They 


might be relatively higher on fluid 
milk, that sold for drinking and 
household uses, than on butter and 
cheese. 


4. Distributors and processors 


would be required to pass on the 
benefits of government supports to 
producers. Aiken said this had not 
always been done in the past. 


Broad Authority 


5. The secretary of agriculture 


would be given broad authority to 
dispose of surpluses already ac- 
cumulated, including millions of 
pounds of butter, cheese and dried 
milk. He could do this by gifts to 
school lunch and relief programs, 
or by cut-rate prices to low-income, 
aged and other groups. 


Aiken said the program also in- 


volves marketing controls, under 
which the secretary could require 
producers to hold back part of 
their milk from market during 
periods of surplus.

Mother of Slain Coach 
Raps Verdict of Jury 


CHICAGO W — The mother of 


George Marich. Aledo high school 
athletic coach slain by a student, 
said today his slayer's sentence 
was not severe enough. 


A circuit court jury of seven 


women and five men convicted 
James Gipson. 18, last Wednesday 
for manslaughter in the slaying 
and fixed punishment at one to 
seven years in prison. Monday he 
was out on $8,500 bail awaiting 
formal sentencing. 


"That boy will get out now in 


five or six months on parole or 
something and that's not right," 
said Mrs. Rose Marich, the slain 
man's mother. She added: 


"We didn't want to see him 


(Gipson) get the chair, but he 
should have gotten at least 14 
years. From now on the teachers 
there are going to be afraid to do 
anything with those boys." 


The stabbing of Marich, 26. oc- 


curred Dec. 8 during an argument 
in a hallway at the high school, in 


Mercer county, about 20 miles 
south of Rock Island. 


The state Monday dropped as- 


sault 
charges against 
Gipson's 


brother, Charles, 19, and John Lee 
Hollis, 17, who were with James 
at the time of the stabbing. 


"They were big boys." said Mrs. 


Marich, "18-19 years old. Why did 
they have to pull a knife on my 
son. They said they weren't afraid 
of him and to come on, there in 
the hall. Now George, the poor 
kid. he lost. 


"That lawyer," she went on, 


"from Rock Island. He told that 
boy just to stick to his story, 'I 
don't remember. I don't remem- 
ber.' My son, he's dead, he don't 
remember either. He can't talk."

Polio Vaccine Test Vital 
To Millions of Youngsters 


EDITOR'S NOTE — Starting 


about April 12 health officials 
across the nation begin a historic 
trial: Field testa of the polio vac- 
cine developed by Dr. Jonas E. 
Salk of Pittsburgh. If the vaccine 
is effective, the crippling career 
of parahtic poliomjlitis may be 
ended. This is the first of three 
articles on what parents every- 
where hope may prove man's 
mastery over frightening dis- 
ease.

NEW YORK UPI— The next six 


months can spell the absolute end

The weapon is a polio vaccine 


developed by Di Jonas E Salk 
and associates of the University of 
Pittsbuigh 


By present scientific evidence, 


it should protect children against 
the vicious polio virus There is 
even reason to believe that a few 
shots of the vaccine can give life- 
time protection 


At the moment, the vaccine is 


like a new type of airplane. The 
engmeeis aie pretty sure it will 
fly and perform as expected. But 
the acid test is to fly it 


To Get Trial Shots 


So an army of half a million to 


a million little children will step 
forward soon to take trial shots 
of the vaccine After summer's end 
it can be learned whether vaccine 
leally defends them against polio 
and paialysis 


If the vaccine passes this critical 


lest then all the nation's 46 million 
children could start getting the 
vaccine next year. In a few years, 
no one would need be vulnerable 
to polio. 


All this is just a promise. But it 


is based upon all the scientific 
facts known now about polio. This 


vaccine could fail If jt does, there 
aie prospects for still other vac- 
cines, perhaps better ones. 


Dr. Salk's vaccine is made of 


dead virus, using all three types 
of virus jwhich can cause human 
paralysis. 


Called Safe 


It is safe, because dead vims 


cannot cause polio. But the dead 
virus can still create defenses 
against live, dangerous virus 


The key question is, is the de- 


fense obtained this way really good 
enough' 


The answer can only be found by 


giving the vaccine to hundreds of 
thousands of children, before the 
polio season begins Local health 
authorities and the National Foun- 
dation for Infantile Paralysis are 
conducting these field trials 


This summer many of these vac- 


cinated children, along with un- 
vaccmated youngsters, will be in- 
vaded by polio virus in natural 
exposure or infection

If it 
doesn't, the search must stait 
afresh. 


State Reason 


The reason for believing the vac- 


cine will work is easy—antibodies. 


Antibodies are tiny piotem par- 


ticles circulating in the blood which 
can combine with and disarm an 
invading germ or virus. 


When some germ attacks you, 


your body starts making antibodies 
against it. If you make enough 
antibodies soon enough, you win 
the battle. If you don't, you be- 
come ill and sometimes die 


Once you have made antibodies, 


you usually keep them The anti- 
bodies against one kind of germ or 
vnus work only against that &pe- 
cific disease agent 


Dr Salk has been testing his 


vaccine on childien for a year and 
a half 


Of nearly 5 000 children vacci- 


nated so fai, not one has become 
ill with any fever from the vac- 
cine, or even had soreness in the 
arm from receiving the shots.

Dear Editor: The Telegraph has 


been a welcome weekly visitor in 
our California home during the 
past three months, and has been 
much appreciated, giving all the 
home news. 


We arrived in southern California 


last December on the wings of a 
genuine sand storm, and witnessed 
the worst forest fire in-many years, 
which was raging in the San Gab- 
riel mountains just three miles 
north of our city. We could see the 
angry flames leaping wildly, as 
they consumed thousands of acres 
of brush and trees that are needed 
as a natural water shed, to prevent 
erosion during heavy rainfall. This 
was finally brought under control 
by the Forest Rangers with the aid 
of many local fire departments. 
Following this we had rain, hail, 
snow, thunder, and a genuine earth- 
quake, all inside of a twenty four 
hour period. They have a variety 
of weather here as well as scenery. 
Since early in January however, 
almost perfect June days have 
prevailed throughout this beautiful 
valley, in the heart of the orange 
empire, with green rolling hills 
arid snow capped mountains. 


Much of our time this winter has 


been occupied working through the 
Public Relations Office of the La 
Verne College. This took us into 
many widely separated areas of 
southern California, recruiting new 
students and soliciting funds for 
the ever expanding program of the 
college. The work was interesting 
and enjoyable, although we found 
traffic conditions to be terrific in 
certain 
localities. 
Hundreds of 


miles of freeways are a welcome 
relief to traffic. Many new indus- 
tries are moving into this area and 
thousands of new homes are under 
construction, 
all 
over 
southern 


California. 


The people live well and are very 


hospitable; we were royally enter- 
tained in many homes, including 
those of Le Roy Lehmans and Ed- 
win Jobes, formerly of Franklin 
Grove and Dixon. The Lehmans re- 
cently moved into a fine ranch tvpe 
home in Glendora and the Jobes, 
(having sold their orange groves 
near Covina, for a sub-division, on 
which a hundred new homes are 
now under construction) are now 
living on their 225 acre ranch near 
Vista, Calif, known as "Breeze Hill 
Ranch" where they are growing 
oranges, lemons, limes, avocados, 
olives, walnuts, kumquats, pasture 
land and Hereford rattle. 


Southern California has a very 


mild winter climate, the scenery 
is grand and its people are progres- 
sive, which makes this an ideal 
spot in which to spend the winter 
months, but now that the robins are 
returning and the cat fish are bit- 
ing and spring- is just around the 
corner, we will soon be leaving the 
land of sunshine and flowers to 
return to our home in the LAND of 
LINCOLN.

CHICAGO (*) — Revised indict- 


ments which the state hopes will 
bolster its announced effort to 
send Vincent Ciucci 10 the electric 
chair were returned Monday by the 
Cook County Grand Jury. 
j Ciucci, 27, already under 20- 
year prison sentence for the mur- 
der of his wife, Anne, 27, is 
charged in the new indictments 
with killing their three children 
by shooting and asphyxiation, and 
in the case of the youngest child, 
Angelina, 4, by burning.

Social Security 
Available to 
Many Retired 


Many individuals are not"receiv- 


ing their social security benefits 
because they believe receipt of 
other pensions or annuities may 
make them ineligible. This state- 
ment was made by G. W. Spencer, 
manager of the Rockford office of 
the Social Security Administration, 
who explained that the receipt of 
pensions by retired firemen, po- 
licemen, servicemen, and others 
does not affect their right to re- 
ceive social security benefits.

Fire Second H-Bomb 
Test Within a Month 
AEC Says 
Explosion 
A Success 


Gives No Hint of 
Intensity; May Have 
Been Actual Weapon 


WASHINGTON (*—The United 


States has triggered. ift second 
hydrogen blast in less than a 
month—even as waves of reaction 
from the epic March 1 explosion 
still were rolling through Congress 
and foreign capitals. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 


disclosed the latest test detonation 
in a bare announcement Monday 
night. It said "the second test of 
the present thermonuclear series 
was successfully carried out on 
Friday. March 26." 


AEC gave no hint of the intensity 


of this latest blast, touched off in 
super-secrecy 'at the government's 
testing ground in the mid-Pacific 
Marshall Islands. 


Bit By Bit 


Bit by bit, the awesome power 


of the March 1 blast has been un- 
veiled to the world. - 


From all indications, that ex- 


plosion—which involved an actual, 
usable hydrogen weapon—exceed- 
ed scientific expectations. It is re- 
ported to have packed a wallop 
600 or 700 times greater than the 
atomic bomb that virtually obliter- 
ated Hiroshima in the waning days 
of World War II. That early atomic 
age bomb killed 60.000. 


The AEC did not indicate wheth- 


er an actual H-bomb was exploded 
last Friday, or whether the test 
involved 
another 
thermonuclear 


"device" like the first one set off 
in the Marshalls in late 1952. 


Tests Continuing; 


The hydrogen tests are contin- 


uing and another, perhaps greater 
blast is anticipated in late April. 


AEC said Monday night that '"in- 


formation highly important to na- 
tional defense is being derived 
from this test series." 


Rep: Van Za'ndt (R-Pa) said the 


AEC will brief him and other mem- 
bers of the Senate-House Atomic 
Energy Committee today on 4he 
results of the latest blast. 


Ever since the awesome details 


of the March 1 test began leaking, 
demands have-been rising in Con- 
gress for President Eisenhower to 
let the public in on the real scope 
and significance of that explosion. 


Until now, the President has de- 


clined to discuss in ^detail *the 
March 1 explosion until he had had 
a briefing from Chairman Lewis 
L. Strauss of the AEC. Strauss re- 
turned Sunday from the Pacific 
proving grounds. 


Suffer Effects 


Some American technicians and 


a number of natives on the island 
believed beyond danger suffered 
some radiation effect 
from the 


March 1 test. And a Japanese 
fishing craft was showered by ra- 
dioactive coral ash, though she 
was 80 miles from the blast center. 
Her 23 crewmen were treated by 
Japanese and -American doctors. 


In Tokyo Monday night, Japan- 


ese health officials condemned as 
harmfully radioactive an 80,000- 
pound tuna catch brought in by 
another fishing boat that was 200 
miles from the explosion. 


The mounting tensions over the 


March 1 blast were used by Jap- 
anese Socialists in the Diet Mon- 
day as the basis for an attack on 
the pending U. S.-Japanese mutual 
aid pact.

Adults SOs tax tod. 
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Graft, Discord Snag Korean Reconstruction

SEOUL, Korea—(NEA)— 


Reconstruction in shattered 
Korea is seriously hampered 
by fund shortages, graft, cor- 
ruption, old hatreds, ineffi- 
ciency, international disagree- 
ments and general confusion. 
If not countered, these things 
might produce internally the 
victory the Communists failed 
to win in the field. 


Reconstruction planners seek to 


lift Ihe country back to its 1949 
standard of living. But the goal 
is a long way off. 


Relief programs have dumped 


tons of grain, boatloads of cement 
and stacks of lumber on Korean 
docks. But reconstruction is still 
largely a paper-project, held in 
check by a maze of difficulties. 


In a two-week survey of the 


$400 million program, NEA Serv- 
ice interviewed a host of officials 
all down the line, looked in at hos- 
pitals, orphanages and "model" 
villages, and studied flourishing 
black markets. Among those in- 
terviewed were President Syng- 
man Rhee, Gen. John B. Coulter, 
representative for the UN Korean 
Reconstruction Administration, and 
C. Tyler Wood, coordinator for the 
Foreign Operations Administration 
(U. S. foreign aid program). 
* * * 


At the top Korean level — in 


Rhee's ivory tower — the picture is 
losy. At the top UN level there 
Is recognition of dwindling funds 
and undimmished needs. Down the 
line, there is confusion and dismay. 


The fund shortage is fundamen- 


tal. UN members pledged ?207 
million for Korean rebuilding, but 
so far only $95 million, including 
$66 million from the "U.S., has been 
forthcoming. 


Inflation and the need of the 


Korean government to support a 
sizable army at a cost double its 
economic capacity help to mag- 
nify the money problem. 


What funds do exist serve to 


•park constant quarrels, both be- 
tween Korean and UN officials and 
between military and civilian agen- 
cies. The result of this continual 
conflict is overlapping effort, extra- 
vagance, waste, and corruption. 
* * * 


Today there aie eight major 


agencies charged with dispensing 
relief and reconstruction funds. 
UNKRA, Coulter's outfit, is the 
biggest. But like the others, it suf- 
fers fiscal anemia. Said Coulter: 


"Our position is precarious. At 


this time, I have gone beyond ap- 
peals to the UN negotiating commit- 
tee. I have a representative ap- 
pealing dli^cUy "to tnnst of the 
Western 
European 
governments 


with regard to future contribu 
tions." 


FOA last year allocated $200 mil- 


lion to Korea but only $80 million 
has been committed because the 
agency and the Korean government 
can't agree on programs. 


On the other hand, supplies have 


poured into the relief organizations, 
often with ironic results. One agen 
cy has $28 million worth of used 
clothing from all over the world.

The food situation bears siml- 


larties. 
An unexpected bumper 


harvest coming on top of 300,000 
tons of grain imports has caused 
a pile-up of surpluses all over Ko- 
rea. Most of the grain stands in 
open storage, breeding weevils. 


So these basic elements of ex> l- 


ence are not the immediatp prob- 
lem. In fact, right now the Korean 
people are the best clothed and fed 
of any Asiatics anywhere. 


It's a different story when you 


examine-plans—nnd accomplish- 
irtents for long-range reconstruc- 
tion. 
For instance, the present 


blueprint calls for building 6000 


homes m all South Koiea, where- 
as at least 20,000 were destroyed 
in Seoul alone. 


Farm and industrial production 


and general economic stability are 
puzzling matters. Sharp disagree' 
ments develop constantly between 
Rhee and the UN agencies. Some 
of these have their root in Korea's 
ancient enmity toward Japan. 


• * * 


To illustrate, Rhee said the agen- 


cies have spent more than $20 mil- 
lion buying fertilizer in Japan. He 
prefers to build plants so Korea can 
make its own fertilizer. "We don't 
have to give the Japanese money 
for the reconstruction of our coun- 
try," he added. 


But reconstruction experts note 


that to manufacture fertilizer Ko- 
rea needs not merely a series of 
factories but either coal or hydro- 
electric power. Today It has nei- 
ther in any quantity. ' Its best 
coal veins are not even mapped. 
But even if the power and facili-

Dulles said that at the forthcom- 


ing Geneva conference on Far 
Eastern pioblems the United States 
will not be "disposed to give Com- 
munist China what it wants from 
us, merely in exchange for its 
ptomise of future good behavior." 
He said the United States would 
not abandon the Chinese National- 
ist government on Formosa and 
encourage its "bloody liquidation 
by the Chinese Communists."

Menard Morale Growing 
As Politics Is Removed 


State Prison Nears Model 
State With New Approach 


CHICAGO W — Banishment of 


politics from Menard state prison, 
scene of two riots in 1952, ha* re- 
suited in "heightened morale" and 
a "low level of tension" within its 
walls, two penologista have report- 
ed. 


The big southern Illinois institu- 


tion housing more than 1,800 in- 
mates erupted in trouble with a 27- 
hour demonstration by 300 prison- 
ers' Sept. 23, 1952. The riot was 
quelled with tear gas after a po- 
liceman and three convicts were 
injured and $5,000 in damage done.' 


For a month, resentments smoul- 


dered while a state legislature 
committee investigated conditions. 
Then, on Oct. 27, 339 convicts 
seized seven guards as hostages 
and barricaded themselves in a 
cell block. Although the rioters 
threatened to kill the guards, order 
was restored four days later by 
120 heavily-armed state policemen 
after a surrender ultimatum was 
relayed to the convicts from for- 
mer Gov. Adlai Stevenson. 


John Howard Report 


A report on conditions at the in- 


stitution since the riots was made 
at a meeting of directors of the 
John Howard Assn., a group de- 
voted to rehabilitation, crime pre- 
vention and prison improvement. 


The study was made by Lloyd E. 


Ohlin, director of the University 
of Chicago's center for education 
and research in corrections, and 
Eugene S. Zemans, executive di- 
rector of the John Howard Assn. 


The riots, they said, stemmed 


from discontent resulting from "in- 
tense political factionalism in the 
administration of the prison. The 
centralization of authority, and the 
c o o r d i n a t i o n of administrative 
units inside the prison had broken 
down. 


"Each unit o'ficcr became an 


authority, creating and discarding 
rules without concern for the effect 
on other units." 


The resultant conflicts, Ohlin and 


Zemans said, confused 
inmates 


who felt "victimized by the whims 
of individual officers, with no clear 
channel of authority for the redress 
of grievances, solicitation of men- 
ted rewards, or appeal from con- 
flicting rules or from unearned 
punishment." 


They said services in the prison 


deteriorated and food became an 
increasing cause for complaint. As 
unrest developed, security restric- 
tions were tightened. "The riots 
occurred as a natural consequence 
of this collective build-up of dis- 
content." 


The report pointed out that the 


climactic riot was "quelled with 
skill and firmness, without author- 
ity-deflating concessions beyond 
the inevitable assurance of investi- 
gative action." 


For three months, "tightly-con- 


trolled tension" prevailed until ar- 
rival of a new warden, Ross V. 
Randolph, who was transferred 
from the Pontiac branch of the 
penitentiary system where his ad- 
ministration was successful. The 
r e p o r t cited Randolph's back- 
ground, indicating competence as 
a penologist, his age, now 46, his 
"friendly, sensitive and intelligent" 
personality. 


Issues Rules 


One of Randolph's first acts, the 


report continued, "was to issue to 
every inmate and officer a newly 
printed book of regulations to sup- 
ersede all previous rules." 


From the newly-inaugurated Illi- 


nois governor, William G. Stratton, 
Randolph received "assurance of 
complete authority and support," 
including "freedom from political 
interference." Competence was 
made the "criterion of tenure, pro- 
motions or other rewards" for 
guards. Randolph brought in his 
own chief guard from Pontiac, Oh- 
lin and Zemans said. 


Randolph "broacast assurances 


of firm and fair treatment" to con- 
victs, "modernization of the physi- 
cal plant, and progressive develop- 
ment oJ new programs of inmate 
activity." From a cell block in 
which they had been locked for a 
week, Randolph released all but 19 
of 400 prisoners after screening 
them. The 19 men kept in close 
confinement were suspected riot 
leaders. Eleven of these have been 
tried in the courts under the state 
kidnaping law, and most of these 
men were given new sentences—• 
"The first time in Illinois that riot 
participation has resulted in court 
action and conviction."

dietician added to the staff and 
menus formulated. After the food 
was improved, a single sitting 
meal regimen was established, the 
report aaid. 


A general cleanup campaign, in- 


volving wholesale rehabilitation of 
buildings and equipment, was car* 
ried out. Incentive pay scales, 
starting at 25 cents a day, were 
established in the Knit Shop and 
the Tobacco Shop. Production more 
than doubled. A nurse, physical 
therapist and audio-visual techni- 
cian were added to the staff of the 
prison's large psychiatric division 
which deals with two thirds of the 
inmate population. In the general 
division, an academic school was 
opened and commercial training 
initiated with a civilian instructor; 
a vocational school started, and the 
library and print shop reorganized 
and,.improved. A recreational pro- 
gram was begun. 


New to Menard 


Ohlin and Zemans said the im- 


provements "are beginning to re- 
sult in a situation which is accept- 
ed as commonplace in modern 
penal institutions, but it is new to 
Menard. 


"For this reason, there is height- 


ened morale among both adminis- 
trative personnel and inmates, 
which is evident in the low level 
of tension throughout the institu- 
tion." 


The report concluded that "The 


momentum for continued progress 
exists," but "the critical test . . . 
lies in whether such treatment op- 
erations are pursued with the same 
vigor that has characterized devel- 
opments to date."

Fears in South 


By SAM DAW SON 


NEW ORLEANS <.<rV-Is it the 


North's recession? New Orleans, 
like some other southern cities, 
.seems to think so. And if the busi- 
ness dip continues, it may sharpen 
the postwar industrial rivalry of 
the North and South. 


"We're in a different position 


here," a leading New Orleans 
businessman says today. "We have 
been touched very lightly by the 
recession that has hit some cities 
up North. We're confident that—no 
matter how deep it goes in the in- 
dustrial centers in the North and 
Midwest—the slump is bound to be 
felt less in the south." 


You hear the same calm assur- 


ance in other parts of the South. 
You can find like confidence, of 
course, in some northern cities, es- 
pecially those that haven't been 
hit by much unemployment. 


Two Reasons 


But the South seems sure it's 


favored. Two chief reasons are 
given and they seem almost con- 
tradictory. 


1. Southerners say that because 


their area isn't yet as highly in- 
dustrialized as some northern cen- 
ters, a recession can't hit as hard 
or go as deep here. 


2. They count on 
depressed 


northern industries looking for new 
opportunities in an era of keener 
competition. 


The postwar battle of the South 


and North.over industries may Ua 
heightened by rising costs and 
slipping sales volume. 


South Luring? 


The North had contended bitterly 


that the South is luring industries 
away 
by promises of 
cheaper 


labor, tax concessions, and local 
bond-financed factory buildings. 


Southerners retort that bait has 


been used by only a few com- 
munities and the South has been 
developing its own industries and 
not stealing them from the North. 


It's hard to find a businessman 


in New Orleans who will admit 
that there's any real dip here so 
far. Yet, some official statistics 
might seem to belie their con- 
fidence. 


Unemployment Up 


More persons are out of work 


here than a year ago; retail trade 
is a little slower, although high by 
any but recent boom standards; 
wholesalers are worried about high 
inventories; contractors say they 
aren't getting new building orders 
at the same rate as this time last 
year, and less cargo is passing 
through the port, which recorded 
striking gains in the postwar years. 


New Orleans business leaders 


count on these factors to ward off 
the worst of any national recession 
there may be: 


1. Manufacturing is only one- 


fourth of this community's econo- 
my and it is highly diversified. 


2. The oil and natural gas in- 


dustries expect to go on growing— 
and to backstop Louisiana's econo- 
my in general. 


3. Labor troubles in oilier sea- 


ports, as at present in New York, 
may divert more traffic to New 
Orleans. 


4. The South's climate makes 


living cheaper in many ways— 
and that's why, they say, that 
labor rates are often lower.
